3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are allowable. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach all the combined components / 
elements for a mail-processing device including that the DMA controller transferring said binary 
pixel data word-by-word from said pixel memory into said two buffer memories with successive 
words in one of said data strings being alternatingly entered into one of said two buffer 
memories, for intermediate storage therein, said print data editing unit edits the data words stored 
in the other of said two buffer memories at respective addresses designated by said address 
generator, with said printhead printing the information represented by the data word stored in 
said other of said buffer memories.
